London, Claiming 140 Nazi 
Planes Downed Sunday, Acts 
Anticipating Invasion Try

Great Britain invoked dictatorial 


powers today for England, Scotland ; 


and Wales to meet the threat of 
German invasion as the Royal Air 
Force and the German Luftwoffe 
battled blow for blow in the sec- 
ond week of unprecedented air war- 
fare. 

The ministry of home security, by 
decree, today established the whole 
of Britain’s island territory as a 
single defense area. The action in- 
vests the ministry with automatic 
power of dictatorship anywhere in

The British claimed a new high 
was set yesterday in the percent- 
age of German attacking planes 
shot down. They claimed a bag of 
140 German planes, 24 per cent of 
the estimated 600 sent over during 
the day in three great waves. Brit- 
ish losses were put at 16 planes, 
eight of whose pilots saved them- 
selves, 

The British action was not con- 
fined to home defenses. A terrific 
smash was made at German bases 
along the French coast. Attacks 
were started Saturday and were re- 
ported continued through Sunday. 
Reports from Vichy, the French 
capital, said that the port of Bou- 
logne and the naval air base there 
virtually had been destroyed by 
three tons of incendiary bombs. 

Observers who watched from the 
vicinity of Dover, 22 miles from the 
French coast, said the fires started 
by British bombs were so intense 
they were reflected on the windows 
of Dover houses.

Neutrality Act 
Change Voted 


Senate Approves Bill 
To Permit Unarmed Ships 
To Evacuate Children 


WASHINGTON, (Wi—The senate 
today approved a bill amending the 
neutrality act to permit unarmed 
American vessels to enter combat 
zones to assist in evacuating refu- 
gee children. 


Under the bill, which now goes 
back to the house for concurrence 
in minor senate amendments, Am- 
erican ships may enter belligerent 
waters to evacuate children under 
16 years of age, provided their sup- 
port in this country has been guar- 
anteed by American organizations 
or individuals. They must also have 
from the European belligerents a 
guarantee of “safe conduct.” 


One of the senate amendments 
stipulated that the guarantees of 
support of the refugee children must 
be made before the mercy vessels 
take them from ports of embark- 
ation.

Chicago News To 
Back Willkie 


Paper Owned Chiefly 
By Naval Secretary, 
Supports G. 0. P. Leader 


CHICAGO, (iP) — The Chicago 
Daily News, of which Secretary . of 
the Navy Frank Knox is principal 
stockholder, declared itself in a 
front page editorial today in favor 
of the election of Wendell L. Will- 
kie, Republican presidential nomi- 
nee. 

The editorial called Willkie’s ac- 
ceptance speech at Elwood, Ind., 
Saturday “courageous and forth- 
right,’ and concluded: 

“On the basis of this great speech, 
and always reserving the right to 
change our mind in ‘the unlikely 
event that he later wavers or weak- 
ens in the vital concerns of for- 
eign policy and national defense, the 
Daily News believes that Wendell 
Willkie should be chosen as the next 
President of the United States.” 

The News last week dropped 
Knox’s name from its editorial page 
masthead as “Editor and Publish- 
er” after he notified the board of 
directors that his cabinet duties 
would not permit time to serve in 
that capacity.
